r A Funny Thing Happened on the Way to the President 

' Before the fiscal 197L foreign aid appropriations bill was cleared for 
PrcsSlTaltppS .here transited one of .he most curious events ol ithc 
Qkt rone-ress (which has seen many curious events). Namely, the Mouse 

agreed a ScSe amendment to i House amendment to Senate amend 

ment No. 19 to H 17867. For those who worry about such things, this repre 
sents a victory for the Senate. 

In order to explain what took place, one must review what happened to 
H 15628 the bill authorizing funds for foreign military sales. This measur 
nassed the Senate June 30 containing the Cooper-Church amendment prov - 
1 Fnfthat no funds could be expended after July 1, 1970, for maintaining Ameri- 
can troops in Cambodia, for training Cambodian forces, or for air combat in 
support 6f Cambodian forces. The House had also passed a f ° rei £ n ™' ht ^ 
sales bill of course, which did not contain this provision. Since July, t 
measure has been technically in conference, although there, had not, until v y 
recently, been any meetings. i — — — 
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Meanwhile, the foreign aid appropriations bill, H 17867, was progressing 
along its legislative journey. On December 14, the conference report was filed 
in the House. Two' clays later it was approved by that body, containing the 
provisions of the foreign military credit sales bill, except the Cooper-Church 
amendment and several others the House found objectionable. Thus when the 
conference report came up for consideration by the Senate, the situation was 
that, if the Senate approved, it would have meant a capitulation on at least 
two fronts: Cooper-Church would have failed, and the authorizing power of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee would have been by-passed in favor 
of the House Appropriations Committee. 

No one seriously objected to the demise of the Cooper-Church amend- 
ment, since its provisions are now moot. But on the question of by-passing Senate 
committees, some members, such as J. William Fulbright, whose committee 
was specifically involved, became adamant. The Senate sent back the confer- 
; cncc report, ... . . 

; That’s when things began to happen. The conference committee on the 
foreign military credit sales bill met for the first time since August, and, 
came to a speedy agreement. With authorizations now cleared for the Presi- 
dent, the problem went away. That’s when the House agreed to a Senate
